For an institution which 
served the Church of Ireland so well, it 
seemed a pity that its efforts were not more 
widely recognised. The congregation of the 
church attached to the House had, as usual, 
made a splendid contribution. The Governors 
were much encouraged by that kindly 
interest, but would like to see a similar 
response from the many parishes throughout 
Ireland who had sent children to be cared 
for in Kirwan House. 

The work that the House was carrying on 
always had evoked sympathy from the

‘*BIRDS OF THE GARDEN’’ 


en 
ROYAL DUBLIN SOCIETY 
LECTURE 


The false opinions held by many people 
about the damage done by birds to garden 
crops were mentioned by the Rev. P. G. 
Kennedy in his lecture at the Royal Dublin 
Society yesterday on ‘‘ Birds of the Garden.” 
Blue tits had often been called destructive, 
he said, but tt had been proved that only 
ten per cent of their food could be termed 
injurious to crops: to a great extent they 
lived on insects harmful to vegetables and 
fruit. A pair of great tits feeding their 
young could collect about 8,000 caterpillars in 
a day. 

The lecturer gave an account of his methods 
of taming birds, so that they would take 
morsels of food from his hand, or even from 
between his teeth. He showed some interest- 
ing examples of queer nesting places which 
robins and other birds had appropriated, 
among them being upturned flower-pots, tin 
cans and bottles. To watch.their habits dur. 
ing the nesting season he had built ingenious 
nesting bdxes with sliding fronts which could 
be removed to allow photographs to be taken, 
Some of the nests clearly were the products 
of considerable labour and care; over three 
thousand feathers had been found in the nest 
of a long-tailed tit. 

The talk was illustrated by means of slides, 
many of which had been made from photo- 
graphs taken by the lecturer himself.

Postal Censorship 


The Government intends to bring back 
to London a considerable portion of the 
staff of the Postal Censorship Depertae’ 
which now is working away from tho 
capital.

The whole of t 
censorship is being done in the nort 
country, which means delay, and letters 
written in‘ the South of. England have to 
be sent up to the North and back again.

Should the Censor’s Department b 
returned to London it is probable that it 
will take up its abode at the premises 
recently evacuated by the Ministry of 
Health. : 


Motor Horse-Power Tax 


The motor trade is greatly concerned as 
to the effect of petrol rationing and the 
new twenty-five shilling horse-power tar 
on the retail trade, and is sending an 
appeal tc every member of Parliament to 
ask the Government to retain the former 
tax of fifteen shillings per horse-power on 
the ground that petrol rationing already 
reduces motoring Members will also be 
pressed to ask for an explanation as to 
what the Government intends to do with 
an industry worth one hundred and fifty 
million pounds. On September 3rd there 
were 2,300,000 private car licences, but on 
September 13th more than 400,000 were 
not taken out. Jt is claimed that the 
Government does not fealise that inotoring 
ceased years ago to be a luxury, and that 
in saving £2.500.000 a year in buying 
petrol, the country is losing £12,000,000 
in motor car and other vehicle exports. 
The reason for the loss is that no manu- 
facturer can export, or even fix a price for 
export, until he knows how many cars he 
is going to sell at home. 


A Shipping Question — 


On the Ba!tic Exchange the requisitien- 
ing of vessels by the shipping controllers 
is viewed with disquietude. It is feared 
that it will be a serious matter for the 
members. and will affect owners and 
brokers, who may have to go out of 
business, with the result that market 
knowledge, acquired only after many years 
of work, will be lost. to the country. 
Probably 95 per cent. of the world’s 
fixtures of rae have been made from 
firms on the Baltic, 500 to 700 ships a year 
being fixed for the River Plate trade 
alone. Another point is that . certain 
foreign countries are making efforts to set 
up competitive organisations both in 
insurance and in chartering.

Commenting editorially on the consider- 
able changes in the Government 
announced this morning, The Times re 


mará&:— 

The introdu:t' in from outside of these 
two new Minis makes the changes more 
than a mere r ‘tle, but it leaves open 


the question what further changes in the 
organisation and personnel of the Govern- 
ment may still be found necessary. There 
is, of course, nothing catastrophic in the 
principle of frequent changes in an 
administration during war time. -The 
strain of office for long periods is so great 
and so exhausting at any time that that 
rinciple should be welcomed and fol- 
LE ed with even greater regularity when 
the strain is at its highest. If it were 
once to become recognised that there 1s 
an enormous. advantage in giving to 
Ministers, even of the highest rank, an 
occasional period of repose, two most 
valuable consequences would follow. The 
first is that retirement would come to in- 
volve no sense of failure, and the second 
is that it would be recognised as tem- 
porary, so that the services of the 
Ministers concerned, which the country 
might not willingly lose for ever, could 
easily be called for again as time went on. 

In the present case the Minister chiefly 
affected by the changes, Mr. Hore-Belisha, 
has rendered services to the Army, which, 
like Lord Haldane’s, will only, perhaps, 
be appreciated fully in retrospect, though 
even now it should be placed on record 
that he has had nine months only in 
which to produce an army of the size con- 
sidered necessary in these days, and that, 
thanks largely to him, it is in a fair way 
to come into existence. No doubt, the 
task has been particularly exacting, and 
tempers may well have become frayed in 
the course of it. 

In any case, there is no reason to 
suppose that this retirement marks the 
extinction of a political career which has 
been distinguished at least by the one 
most essential quality of drive. Nor need 
the changes as a whole be considered as 
more than changes ad interim, It is true 
that they involve a welcome infusion of 
new blood. and that both the new 
Ministers are well known for their ex- 
perience and capacity, but they leave un- 
answered the question whether the present 
machinery of the Government does not 
itself require reform. They leave un- 
altered the character and the numerical! 
strength of the War Cabinet, though that 
is a question to which the Prime Minister 
is bound to return. They mark no new 
move towards the co-ordination of our 
economic effort, for which there has been 
a widespread and still continuing demand. 

Welcome as is the introduction of new 
blood. the machinery of our war effort 
matters at least as much as the men who 
conduct it, and these changes will not be 
taken as the last word, either as regards 
men or as regards machinery. There are, 
indeed, many other men, some of them 
ex-Ministers, freshened by a period of | 
respite from office, whose services would 
be available and valuable. They could be | 
called upon without for the moment asking | 
the Labour Party or the Liberal Opposi- | 
tion to rescind their decision to rematn | 
out of office under present conditions. To |

The Belfast Coroner (Dr. H. P. Lowe) 
stated to-day that since taking over office 
two montha ayo he has held 61 inquests, and 
20 of the deaths have been due to ''black- 
out ”* lighting restrictions. 

At the meeting of the Belfast Corporation 
on Wednesday it was stated that the “ black- 
out "” in fast had caused more damage 
than a possible German air raid. 

Commenting u the figures, the Coroner 


said they were almost incredible. '' There is 
something wrong,” he added, ‘‘and I feel 
that both estrians and motorists must be 


more considerate towards each other.” 

In nearly all the cases in which deaths had 
resulted from “ black-out accidents it was 
elderly people who had been involved. 

“T feel that they should remain at home 
during the ‘black out’ unless there is some 
urgent need for them to be out of doors,” 
he commented.
